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CONTENTS  OF  SUPPLEMENT 

This  report,  based  upon  a  survey  on  Census 
Form  MC-D-12  for  1962,  presents  statistics  on 
fuel  oil  consumed  by  manufacturing  establish- 
ments during  1962.  This  is  a  supplement  to  the 
previously  published  report,  "Fuels  and  Electric 
Energy  Consumed  in  Manufacturing  Industries: 
1962,  MC63  (l)-7,"  and  separates  the  fuel-oil- 
consumed  data  shown  in  that  release  into  its 
components  of  distillate  and  residual  oil. 

Both  quantity  and  cost  figures  are  shown  for 
1962  by  selected  industries  (supplemental  table 
4),  by  State  (supplemental  table  6),  and  by 
selected  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas 
(supplemental  table  7).  These  tables  differ  from 
those  appearing  in  the  original  "fuels  consumed" 
publication  to  the  extent  that  certain  geographic 
and  industry  detail  has  been  deleted,  particularly 
in  table  7  where  the  separation  between  distillate 
and  residual  fuel  oil  could  not  be  shown  without 
disclosing  individual  company  data. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

MC-D-12  Survey.  — Information  on  fuels  and 
electric  energy  was  collected  in  a  special  sample 
survey,  MC-D-12,  "Supplementary  Inquiries  for 
1962,"  conducted  as  a  part  of  the  1963  Census  of 
Manufactures,  in  order  to  spread  the  workload  of 
both  respondents  and  the  Census  Bureau  with 
regard  to  the  1963  economic  censuses  program. 
Form  MC-D-12  was  mailed  to  the  approximately 
60,000  manufacturing  establishments  included  in 
the  1962  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures  panel 
(see  below)  and  about  1,000  additional  respond- 
ents in  14  selected  industries.  The  industry 
classification  assigned  to  each  "annual  survey" 
establishment  in  the  MC-D-12  Survey  was  the 
same  as  that  used  in  tabulating  the  1962  Annual 
Survey  of  Manufactures,  whereas  1958  (census) 
industry  codes  were  used  for  the  supplemental 
14- industry  panel  of  respondents.  Other  related 
information,  such  as  the  sample  weight  and 
geographic  code,  are  identical  for  both  the  annual 
survey  and  the  MC-D-12  Survey.  Related  data 
on  the  use  of  fuels  and  electricity  in  manu- 
facturing, such  as  number  of  production  workers, 
man-hours,  and  value  of  shipments,  appear  in  the 
1962  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures  report.  Data 
showing  horsepower  of  prime  movers  and 
electric  motors  in  manufacturing  establishments 
were  also  obtained  in  the  MC-D-12  Survey  and 
are  shown  in  the  report,  "Horsepower  of  Power 
Equipment  Available  in  Manufacturing  Indus- 
tries, December  31,  1962." 

Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures. — The  re- 
porting panel  for  the  1962  Annual  Survey  is  a 
probability  sample.     It  was  selected  from  the 


1958  Census  of  Manufactures  lists  supplemented 
by: 

(a)  New  manufacturing  companies  that  were 
provided  by  the  Bureau  of  Old- Age  and  Survivors 
Insurance    (BOASI)   each   year  after  1958,  and 

(b)  New  plants  that  were  acquired  or  con- 
structed by  companies  in  the  sample.  These 
additions  were  obtained  by  sending  each  multi- 
unit  company  in  the  panel  a  list  of  all  the  plants 
it  owned  or  controlled  (based  on  our  records). 
The  respondent  was  instructed  to  correct  this 
list  (Form  MA- 151,  "Listing  of  Manufacturing 
Establishments"). 

Important  features  of  the  earlier  Annual 
Survey  of  Manufactures  sample  designs  were 
carried  forward  to  the  new  sample.  As  in  the 
previous  surveys,  companies  rather  than  estab- 
lishments were  defined  as  the  sampling  units 
(although  separate  reports  were  required  for 
each  establishment  of  the  selected  companies); 
all  companies  with  one  or  more  establishments 
having  more  than  100  employees  (or  more  than 
250  employees  in  the  apparel  and  printing  and 
publishing  industries)  were  included  with  cer- 
tainty; smaller  companies  were  sampled  with 
probabilities  proportional  to  assigned  measures 
of  size. 

The  present  sample  includes  about  60,000 
establishments  compared  with  the  50,000  in- 
cluded in  the  1955  to  1957  annual  surveys.  In 
addition  to  enlarging  the  sample,  changes  were 
introduced  in  the  method  for  assigning  measures 
of  size  and  in  the  technique  for  selecting  the 
sample  companies  after  they  had  all  been 
assigned  probabilities  of  selection. 

The  measure  of  size  assigned  to  each  company 
depended  upon  the  product- class  shipments 
values  its  establishments  reported  in  the  1958 
Census,  whereas  the  1955  to  1957  annual  survey 
measures  of  size  were  based  on  the  amount  of 
salaries  and  wages  and  the  4-digit  industry  clas- 
sification of  establishments.  Companies  re- 
porting product  classes  that  historically  ex- 
hibited considerable  year-to-year  variability 
were  assigned  relatively  large  measures  of  size. 
Those  that  reported  only  stable  product  classes 
were  assigned  relatively  small  measures  of  size. 
Within  each  product  class,  the  size  measure  also 
varied  directly  with  the  dollar  amount  shipped. 

DEFINITION  OF  MANUFACTURING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 

Following  previous  census  procedures,  an- 
nual survey  data  are  collected  on  reports 
received  from  individual  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. The  term  "establishment"  denotes 
a  single  plant  or  factory  in  which  manufacturing 


operations  are  performed.  A  company  that 
operates  in  more  than  one  location  is  required 
to  submit  a  separate  establishment  report  for 
each  location.  In  some  instances,  companies 
engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of  activity 
at  one  location  are  requested  to  submit  separate 
reports  for  these  activities  if  the  plant  records 
permit  such  a  separation  and  the  operations  are 
substantial  in  size.  For  single-establishment 
companies,  the  reporting  establishment  is 
identical  with  the  company.  Some  256,000  of 
the  approximately  298,000  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  In  addition, 
there  are  approximately  13,000  multiunit  com- 
panies that  operate  two  or  more  manufacturing 
establishments.  These     multiestablishment 

firms  operate  somewhat  more  than  40, 000  manu- 
facturing establishments. 

The  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures,  for  all 
years  since  its  inception  in  1949,  and  the  1958, 
1954,  and  1947  censuses  include  only  establish- 
ments with  one  or  more  employees  at  any  time 
during  the  year.  Thus,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments operated  by  individual  proprietors  or 
partners  with  no  paid  employees  are  excluded. 
Although  there  were  over  52,000 establishments 
with  no  paid  employees  in  1958,  they  accounted 
for  less  than  1  percent  of  the  total  value  of 
shipments  of  all  manufacturing  industries  in  that 
year. 

DEFINITION  OF  MANUFACTURING 
INDUSTRIES 

The  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures  follows 
the  definitions  of  manufacturing  industries  con- 
tained in  the  1957  revision  of  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  (SIC).  A  full 
description  of  each  of  these  separate  industries 
is  published  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
volumes. 

The  SIC  is  the  classification  system  used  by 
all  Federal  statistical  agencies,  by  most  State 
agencies,  and  many  private  organizations.  There 
is  no  other  industrial  classification  system  in 
widespread  use,  nor  is  there  any  other  general- 
purpose  system  that  is  described  in  detail  in 
official  manuals  or  other  published  documents. 
Awareness  of  the  SIC  by  business  analysts, 
executives,  statisticians,  research  scholars,  and 
others  has  grown  rapidly  and  will  continue  to 
increase  particularly  in  view  of  the  adaptability 
of  the  decimal  numeric  system  in  mechanical 
processing. 

The  SIC  is  an  industrial  classification  of  the 
total  economy.  It  divides  all  activities  into  broad 
industrial     divisions    (manufacturing,    mining, 


retail,  agriculture,  etc.).  It  further  subdivides 
each  division  into  major  industry  groups,  then 
into  industry  groups,  and  finally  into  detailed 
industries.  The  numbering  system  provides 
flexibility,  permitting  use  of  classification  at 
various  levels  of  detail  according  to  the  specific 
needs  and  uses  desired. 

The  manual  defines  manufacturing  as  the 
mechinical  or  chemical  transformation  of 
inorganic  or  organic  substances  into  new  prod- 
ucts. The  assembly  of  component  parts  or 
products  is  also  considered  to  be  manufacturing 
if  the  resulting  product  is  neither  a  structure 
nor  other  fixed  improvement.  These  activities 
are  usually  carried  on  in  plants,  factories,  or 
mills,  which  characteristically  use  power- 
driven  machines  and  materials-handling 
equipment. 

An  industry  consists  of  a  group  of  establish- 
ments that  are  primarily  engaged  in  the  same  or 
similar  lines  of  economic  activity.  In  the 
manufacturing  field,  the  line  of  activity  is  usually 
defined  in  terms  of  the  types  of  products  made, 
although  in  some  instances  the  determination  is 
based  on  materials  consumed  or  process  of 
manufacture. 

INDUSTRY  CLASSIFICATION  OF 
ESTABLISHMENTS 

Each  of  the  establishments  covered  in  the 
census  was  classified  in  one  of  approximately 
430  manufacturing  industries  in  accordance  with 
the  industry  definitions  embodied  in  the  SIC 
system.  Under  this  system  of  classification,  an 
industry  is  generally  defined  as  a  group  of 
establishments  producing  a  single  product  or  a 
more  or  less  closely  related  group  of  products. 
The  product  groupings  from  which  industry 
classifications  are  derived  are  based  on  such 
considerations  as  whether  they  are  typically 
produced  by  the  same  establishment,  similarity 
of  manufacturing  processes,  types  of  material 
used,  types  of  customers,  and  the  like.  The 
group  of  products  assigned  to  an  industry  is  said 
to  be  "primary"  to  that  industry.  Accordingly, 
an  establishment  is  classified  in  a  particular 
industry  if  its  production  of  the  primary  products 
of  that  industry  exceeds  in  value  its  production 
of  products  of  any  other  single  industry.  In  a 
few  instances,  however,  the  industry  classifi- 
cation of  an  establishment  is  determined  not 
only  by  the  products  it  makes  but  also  by  the 
processes  employed  in  making  those  products. 

While  some  establishments  produce  only  the 
primary  products  of  the  industry  in  which  they 
are  classified,  it  rarely  happens  that  all  the 
establishments  in  an  industry  specialize  to  this 


extent.  The  general  statistics  (employment, 
inventories,  value  added  by  manufacture,  etc.) 
shown  for  an  industry,  therefore,  reflect  not  only 
the  primary  activities  of  the  establishment  in 
that  industry  but  also  their  activities  in  the 
manufacture  of  secondary  products  and,  in  some 
instances,  their  auxiliary  activities  as  well.  For 
a  description  of  each  of  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries and  (1)  the  extent  to  which  establishments  in 
each  manufacturing  industry  specialized  in  pro- 
ducing only  the  primary  products  of  the  industry 
and  (2)  the  proportion  of  the  U.S.  total  value  of 
output  of  these  primary  products  accounted  for 
by  the  establishments  of  the  industry,  see  "Ap- 
pendix B,  Industry  Descriptions,"  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures,  volumes  I  and  III. 

A  special  problem  arises  in  the  assignment 
of  industry  classifications  to  establishments 
whose  principal  activities  change  from  one  year 
to  the  next.  Strict  application  of  the  principal- 
activity  rule  would  result  in  the  shifting  of 
plants  (and  their  figures  on  employment,  cost 
of  materials,  value  of  shipments,  etc.)  from  one 
industry  to  another  regardless  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  change.  In  order  to  minimize  possible 
distortions  from  one  report  period  to  the  next 
and  at  the  same  time  compile  current  industry 
data,  a  modification  was  made  for  the  annual 
surveys  of  manufactures  in  the  general  rule  of 
classifying  establishments  on  the  basis  of  prin- 
cipal products  reported  in  the  current  period. 
Small  establishments  (generally  those  with  fewer 
than  100  employees)  were  retained  in  the  industry 
in  which  they  were  classified  in  the  1958 
census.  Larger  establishments  that  showed  a 
change  in  their  major  activity  from  the  previous 
period  were  also  retained  in  their  previous 
year's  classification  unless  the  shift  in  major 
activity  was  significant.  This  procedure  results 
in  greater  comparability  of  the  1958, 1959, 1960, 
1961,  and  1962  general  statistics. 

Differences  in  the  integration  of  production 
processes,  types  of  operations,  and  alternatives 
in  types  of  materials  used  should  be  considered 
when  relating  the  general  items  (employment, 
value  added,  value  of  shipments)  to  the  data  on 
fuels  and  electric  energy  consumed. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL 
AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas 
(SMSA's)  are  integrated  economic  and  social 
units  with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and 
communication  between  the  central  city  (having 
50,000  or  more  population)  and  outlying  parts 
of  the  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New  England) 
consists  of  one  or  more  whole  counties.  An 
area  may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized 


counties  but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though 
primarily  residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor 
force  and  are  socially  and  economically  inte- 
grated with  the  central  city.  These  areas  were 
defined  by  the  Federal  Committee  on  Standard 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the  U.S.  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  for  general-purpose  use  throughout 
the  Federal  Government  in  presenting  economic 
and  social  data.  In  the  New  England  States, 
similar  integration  criteria  have  been  applied  in 
defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town  basis  because 
towns  are  regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this 
region  of  the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consist  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  consider- 
able amount  of  territory  which  would  not  ordin- 
arily be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial".  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms 
of  smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil 
divisions,  but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on 
a  county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the  name 
of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may  include 
one  or  two  additional  city  names. 

The  SMSA' s  in  this  report  are  those  that  were 
defined  in  1959  at  the  time  the  sample  was 
selected  for  the  annual  survey.  A  few  of  the  titles 
and  descriptions  may  differ  slightly  from  the 
definitions  in  use  in  1962. 

SAMPLE  PANEL 

The  reporting  panel  for  this  survey  is 
basically  the  same  as  that  used  for  the  1962 
Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures.  The  annual  sur- 
vey panel  consisted  of  a  probability  sample 
drawn  from  (a)  the  list  of  all  manufacturing 
establishments  included  in  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures;  (b)  lists  of  new  manufacturing 
companies  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Old- Age 
and  Survivors  Insurance;  and  (c)  any  new  plants 
acquired  or  constructed  by  companies  selected 
for  the  sample.  (For  further  details,  see  1962 
Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures,  "Introduction.") 
In  order  to  reduce  the  standard  error  of 
estimates  for  selected  industries,  the  Annual 
Survey  of  Manufactures  panel  of  about  60,000 
establishments  was  supplemented  by  selecting 
about  1,000  additional  establishments  classified 
in  14  specified  industries.  All  of  these  relatively 
important  fuel  consuming  industries  had  rela- 
tively high  sampling  errors  associated  with  their 


1961  Annual  Survey  fuel  cost  estimates.  The  14 
selected  4-digit  industries  from  which  establish- 
ments were  chosen  as  a  supplemental  sample  are 
as  follows:

Establishments  classified  in  these  industries 
were  assigned  probabilities  of  selection  de- 
pendent on  their  total  employment  and  4-digit 
industry  classification  in  1958.  Based  on  these 
probabilities,  a  new  sample  of  establishments 
was  selected  independently  of  the  Annual  Survey 
of  Manufactures  panel.  Those  establishments  in 
the  new  sample  which  were  not  already  included 
in  the  annual  survey  panel  constituted  the 
supplementary  panel.  Establishments  in  this 
supplementary  panel  were  assigned  their  1958 
industry  and  geographic  codes. 

In  order  to  develop  unbiased  estimates  for 
these  14  industries,  composite  weights  were 
assigned  to  reflect  that  each  establishment  in 
these  industries  (with  the  exception  of  new 
manufacturing  establishments  which  commenced 
operations  after  1958)  had  a  dual  chance  of 
selection,  once  for  the  Annual  Survey  of  Manu- 
factures, and  once  in  the  supplementary  sampling 
operation.  The  formula  for  the  weights  assigned 
was  as  follows:

All  establishments  other  than  those  in  the 
supplemental  panel  carry  the  identical  sample 
weights  assigned  for  the  Annual  Survey  of  Manu- 
factures. Furthermore,  the  geographic  and 
industry  codes  also  assigned  in  this  survey  are 
identical  with  those  used  for  tabulating  the  1962 
Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures.  These  identical 
characteristics  of  the  two  surveys  permit  the 
correlation  of  data  appearing  in  this  report  with 
information  appearing  in  the  1962  Annual  Survey 
of  Manufactures  publications  as  well  as  with  the 
information  on  horsepower  of  available  power 
equipment,  also  tabulated  from  the  MC-D-12 
survey. 

ESTIMATING  PROCEDURE 

The  statistics  presented  in  this  report  are 
reciprocal  estimates  obtained  by  inflating  each 
establishment's  reported  data  by  its  sample 
weight  and  summing  the  inflated  figures.  Alge- 
braically these  estimates  may  be  expressed  as 
follows:

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  THE  PUBLISHED  DATA 

All  figures  published  in  this  report  should  be 
regarded  as  approximate  rather  than  exact 
measures.  The  estimates  differ  from  the  true 
figures  because  of  sampling  variations,  re- 
porting errors,  and  processing  errors.  The 
magnitudes  of  the  sampling  variations  for  total 
fuel  costs  are  smaller,  while  those  for  quantities 
are  either  approximately  the  same  or  slightly 
larger. 

Measures  of  the  reporting  and  processing 
errors  are  unavailable.  However,  estimates 
which  were  subject  to  large  errors  from  such 
sources  were  detected  and  corrected  in  the 
process  of  Census  Bureau  review  of  the  data. 
Other  specific  qualifications  of  the  published 
data  are  indicated  in  the  appropriate  footnotes 
to  the  tables.
